Taking advantage of this 
worldwide emergency to slip this bad policy under the radar while government at all levels is engulfed 
in the COVID-19 crisis is unconscionable. The Air District will challenge the SAFE Vehicles Rule and 
will never waiver in our fight to defend our clean car standards and protect the quality of life of all 
Bay Area residents.”
